Orrawa, Ont., April 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons tonight Biake made an able and forcible 
speech in favor of Canada making her own 
treaties with foreiga countries. He pointed out 
that under the present system of treaty-mukiog 
the interests ot Canada were subordinate to 
those of the mother country, and quoted from 
Sir A. T. Galt in support of this statement. He 
believed that Canada should be ina position to 
make her own trade arraugements, None but 
Canadians knew so well what we wanted. The 
bistory of British diplomacy, so far as Canada 
was concerned, had been a history of error, 
blunders, wrong, and concession. He-denied 
the assertion that bad been made that this 
would be against the interests of Great Britain 
for what was for the interests of Canada was for 
the interests of the Empire asa Whole. He be- 


lieved that by proceeding in this direction we 
would be taking a practical and business-like 
step to develop our commercial interests. 

Sir John Macdonald contended that, even if 
we did obtain treaty -making power, our envoys 
would pot. while we remained a dependency, 
bave the rank to entitle them, according to the 
rules of dipiomacy, to enter into ne- 

stiations with foreign countries. He be-

MORE ASSAULTS ON SILVER MONEY 

In 1873, when the scheme was perfected 
for the demonetization of the silver dolar, the 
plan was adopted of avoiding all reference 
to the subject in the bill. The law was 
framed enumerating the various coins of the 
United States thereafter to be lawful, and 
from this list the silver dollar was silently 
omitted. 

For the public convenience, and to facili- 
tate the transaction of public business, there 
are certain Governmental appropriations 
known as permanent, and mostly for indefi- 
nit amounts. These appropriations cover a 
vast variety of objects. The appropriation 
for the interest on the public debt, and for 
payment of the interest on the Pacific Rail- 
way bonds, and for the sinking-fund, are all 
permanent and generally indefinit appro- 
priations. There are possibly 150 laws of 
this kind, as appropriations for the redemp- 
tion of stamps, for refunding duties illegally 
collected, refunding money for lands, pay- 
mentof unclaimed pensions, and payment of 
Naval Hospital fund. In this long Ast of 
items of National expenditure, where the 
money is appropriated in indefinit amounts 
and for permanent and continuous uses, there 
is one for the cost of parting and refining bul!- 
ion at the mint, and there is also a permanent 
appropriation in the act of 1878 to pay the 
cost of coining the standard siiver dollar. 

The Committee of Finance af the Senate 
at the present session has reported a bill 
which repeals “all laws herctofore made for 
the appropriation of moneys from the Gen- 
eral Treasury for permanent specitic and 
permanent indefinit objects, except,” and 
then the bill proceeds to detail at length a 
long list of objects and purposes excepted 
from the repeal. In this list of appropria- 
tions excepted from the repeal, there is no 
mention of the appropriation for coining the 
standard silver dollar. 

In case, therefore, Congress or either 
House, by design, neglect, omission, or acci- 
dent, shall fail any year to make specific ap- 
propriation to pay the cost of coining the 
standard silver dollar, then the coining must 
stop; while this bill would not repeal tne 
silver coinage act, a refusal to appropriate 
the money therefor would have the effect of 
suspending the operations of the law. 

A committee of the House of Representa- 
tives has also revived the never-forgotten 
question on which the monometallists expend- 
ed so much effort, and have made a report 
favoring the demonetizationof the silver dol- 
lar. All the old and stereotyped arguments are 
reproduced, and a labored appeal is made to 
suspend or repeal the law authorizing the 
coinage of the silver dollar. The reckles- 
ness of assertion which has characterized the 
war upon silver has never been reformed, 
and here in 1882 this committee of the House 
repeats the stale assertion that it is impossi- 
ble to induce the people to use the silver 
dollar as currency. 

These representatives of the gold interest 
have repeated this story so long and so 
often, and have persisted in it with such 
earnestness, that it is possible some of them 
believe in it, and will continue to believe in 
it regardless of what the facts may be. 

We published a day or two ago a detailed 
statement of the currency in Great Britain, 
by which it appeared that the bank-note cir- 
culation of the Kingdom was about $200,000,- 
000, of which $124,000,000 was legal-tender 
paper. The gold and silver in all the banks 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland was $140,- 
000,000, The circulation of silver coin in the 
hands of the people was about $100,000,000, 
| In the United States the currency in general 
circulation is paper or silver, gold being kept 
in the banks, and ‘transferred by drafts and 
bills. We have in this country something 
unknown in any other, and that is a paper 
currency and legal tender in small bills of 
one and two dollars each. In all other coun- 
tries this currency is supplied by silver coln- 
age, but notwithstanding this fact there are 
now on an average about $100,000,000 of 
silver coin in use as currency in this country. 
Of this sum there are between $30,000,000 and 
$40,000,000 of standard silver dollars, which, 
despite their size and weight, are still ab- 
sorbed in the popular currency, in addition 
to the nearly $70,000,000 of the smaller coins. 
The fact that $100,000,000 of silver coin finds 
a permanent and continuous use in the cur- 
reney of the country is a sufficient refutation

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WORK. 

In the death of Darwin the world has un- 
questionably lost the foremost scientist of 
the age, though it will reaiize this compensa- 
tion: that the work of his busy life was 
done, and that he had succeeded In rescuing 
the great doctrine of evolution with its ac- 
companying principles of the struggie for 
existence and natural selection from the 
region of philosophical theory and placed 
them upon the strong foundation ot scien- 
tific tacts, obtained by personal research. 

To the majority of people Darwin appears 
as the author of evolution, and his chief dis- 
covery the mere incident in his studies of 
the descent of man from the lower type of 
the ape. Evolution is almost as old as crea- 
tion. The doctrine appears in the earliest 
myths, in the Indian philosophies, and in 
the writings of Plato, Aristotie, Anaxagoras, 
and numerous others of the Greek physicists, 
while in modern days Descartes, Spin- 
oza, Locke, Liebnitz, Kant, Hegel, 
Schelling, and their followers have dis- 
cussed it in their philosophical sys- 
tems.. It was not until the eighteenth 
century, however, that the doctrine was fully 
applied to the generation of living things, 
and was defined as a record of the gradations 
by which any living being acquired ite mor- 
phological and physiological characteristics. 
The doctrine of evolution today is this record 
based upon scientific research. It is the his- 
tory of organic beings expressed as a mechan- 
ical process, the human development being 
the highest type, and Darwin was the first to 
work out this history, independently of all 
others, upon the basis of his own scientific 
researches, and thereby satisfactorily account 
for the problem of the evolution of the high- 
erforms out of the lower, and explain the 
variations in species. He classified organic 
beings into one harmonious system and sep- 
arate groups, having well marked typical af- 
finities, and referred this beautifully system- 
atic plan to natural causes. 

By his side were working other great 
scientists in different departments of the 
same field, among them Wallace, whose 
view is more limited and who traces the 
cause back to some superior principle guid- 
ing man in his upward course, and Spencer, 
who has carried evolution farther than either, 
and who, by excluding the creative principle 
and referring causes to the laws of matter, 
force, and motion, has incurred so much 
theological odlum. Not one of his colabor- 
ers, however, has grounded the doctrine so 
thoroughly upon scientific fact or proved 
each step so clearly as Darwin. He has 
demonstrated a common ancestry. He has 
shown that there must be modifications to 
adapt organic beings to Nature. He has 
shown the great power that operates on the 
existence of varying individuals and species, 
and announced it as the struggle for life or 
the great theory of natural selection, demon- 
strating that in Nature “ the struggle for ex- 
istence occasions a selection of the best and 
fittest, comparable to artificial breeding, and 
gives rise to new races and new species.” 
In this great struggle, in which the weaker 
go to the wall, he affirms the careful eye may 
see the constant and regular progress of the 
race. Out of this struggle he evolves this 
definition of the highest good: Ihe rear- 
ing of the greatest number of individuals in 
fall health and vigor and with all their fac- 
ulties perfect under the conditions to which 
they are subjected.” 

It is probable that no man of the present 
century has made such a strong impression 
upon the intellectual progress of his time as 
Darwin. His doctrines have raised up a 
host of eager followers in England and Ger- 
many who have applied his theories to 
psychology, ethics, anthropology, theology, 
and metaphysics. Hundreds upon hundreds 
of writers have grappled with these subjects, 
and hundreds upon hundreds more have 
sought to controvert them. He ha’ im- 
measurably enlarged the areas of physical 
science and greatly increased the sum of hu- 
man information. Viewed from this stand- 
point alone, without any reference to évo- 
lution, he has been a benefactor to the hu- 
man race. While tracing the application of 
his doctrines to the animal and vegetable 
world, he has thrown a flood of light upon 
the habits of animals, the functions of 
trees and plants, the wonderful part they 
play in the economy of Nature, and the very 
secrets of life. Searching about in the great 
storéhouseof Nature, she has revealed to him 
not only the objects for whith he was search- 
ing but many rare and curious secrets of 
bud, flower, insect, and the higher animals, 
and has led him all along her pathways, and 
pointed out to bim her marvels—from the 
origin and language of man to the burrow- 
ings of an earthworm—and revealed to him 
that even the lowest created thing has an im- 
portant part to play in her economy. At the 
outset his doetriue provoked the antagonism 
of tife clergy, because they were not clearly 
understood and because they were supposed 
to conflict with the teaching of the Bible, but 
as time went on many of the clergy em- 
braced his views, and the remainder have 
found that his great doctrine is not incompati- 
ble with religion or with the idea of an over- 
ruling God and great first power; but, on the 
other hand, that it is compatible with the idea 
of an original creation, and, as he himself 
said, supplied a higher conception of the 
divine attributes than the hypothesis of 
special creation. At the close of his “ Origin 
of Species”’ he says: There is grandeur in 
this view of life, with its several powers 
living been originally breathed by the Cre- 
ator into afew forms or into one; and that 
whilst this planet has gone cycling on, ac- 
cording to the fixed law of gravity, from so 
simple a beginning, endless forms, most 
beautiful and most wonderful, have been and 
are being evolved.” The death of such a 
man is a loss to the world, and the only con- 
solation is that he lived beyond the allotted 
span, that his years were filled with labor 
and its richest rewards, and that his work 
was done. He has passed to a world where 
all the problems that occupied his busy brain 
are now clear to him in the divine light of 
the First Great Cause.

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

Among the criminal-law reforms that are 
needed is an improvement in the mode of se- 
lecting juries. Corruption in the jury-box is 
one of the evils to be remedied. By remov- 
ing the means of defeating justice, the motive 
for bribing jurors and the motive for making 
lying affidavits charging Judges with 
prejudice would cease. No lawyer, 
in behalf of his criminal client, would 
have any motive for investing $200 
in two affidavits boldly and wunbiush- 
ingly avowed to be false, accusing the Judge 
with prejudice, for the purpose of getting six 
or nine months’ delay, as is done now. Un- 
der a proper code, with provision for its 
honest administration, the vast crop of per- 
jury, forgery, and false swearing which is 
now so common in the defense of clients 
would cease to be of any avail, and counsel 
would then be seen practicing at the crimi- 
nal bar having other resources and depend- 
ing on other defenses than bribery. corrup- 
tion, perjury, and forgery. 

It would seem that there ought to be re- 
spectable men enough among the members 
of the bar, andeven among those elected to 
the Legislature, to give their influence in 
having the practice of the profession purified 
to the extent of having the corruption of 
juries, of witnesses, of affidavit-makers at 
least prohibited by the laws of the State. If 
the present Legislature shall adjourn with- 
out providing for this commission, it will be 
a confession that the majority is so deeply 
and personally concerned in the mainten- 
ance of the present loose, crime-suggesting, 
and crime-protecting code that they cannot 
even permit an effort to be made to remedy 
the giaring evils of the system. Such men, 
thus confessing their sympathy with crime, 
and thus abusing their official place to pro- 
tect it for pecuniary gain, are unworthy to 
represent apy respectable constituency in 
the State. It should be certain defeat for 
any party to nominate any of the men who 
have made this disreputable record. Better 
forany party to have such candidates de- 
feated than to have such men again put be- 
fore the public as legislators of the State of 
Illinois. Let them do back to their clients, 
and to their sliyster practice, and not dis- 


honor the State.

THE GARFIELD EXPENSES. 

It is not strange that the allowances made 
by the Congressional Committee for profes- 
sional attendance upon the late President 
Garfield are criticised unfavorably. They 
areexorbitant. President Garfield sacrificed 
his life in the service of his country as much 
as if he hadfallen upon the battlefield, and 
the pecullar and distressing circumstances 
attending his long prostration demand that 
generous provision be made for all who de- 
voted themselves to him during the closing 
weeks of his career. At the same time 
there is nothing unseemly in condemning an 
appropriation of public money to hi® attend- 
ants which is out of all proportion to the val- 
ue of the services rendered. Such a proceed- 
ing is too much like the rapacity of a certain 
class of nurses, doctors, and undertakers, 
who take advantage of the time of mourning 
to plunder the family of a deceased person. 
It savors of quackery. 

The period of Garfield’s illness was about 

three months. The question of professional 
skill does not cut much figure in the case, as 
the result proved that the wound was mortal 
from the first, and the doctors were either 
ignorant or deceived the public when they 
held out hopes of his recovery. It may be 
admitted, however, that he had the very best 
medical aid which was obtainable, and that 
his nurses were faithful and unremitting in 
their attentions. Even upon this theory the 
pay recommended by the committee is ex- 
cessive. Dr. Bliss was in charge of the case, 
and the courtesy due to that position, the ex- 
tent of his responsibility, and the more ex- 
acting demand upon bis time warrant a 
larger compensation to him than to his as- 
soclates. But a payment of $25,000 to Dr. 
Bliss is at the rate of $100,000 a year, or 
double the amount which Gen. Garfield re- 
ceived as President of the United States, and 
probably ten times as much as Dr. Bliss 
earns in his regular practice. The sum 
of $10,000 would be abundant remuneration 
for Dr. Bliss. Drs. Agnew and Hamilton 
were consulting surgeons. They are emi- 
nent men, and their time is of great value; 
but they did not give up their practice. They 
took turns in visiting their distinguished pa- 
tient and kept up their business at their re- 
spective homes. Under these circumstances 
$5,000 each would be liberal pay, and twice 
that sum, which is recommended by the com- 
mittee, is fully twice too much. Dr. Rey- 
burn would undoubtedly be well satisfied 
with the same pay. Dr. Boyton and Mrs. 
Edson were intimate friends of the Garfield 
family as well as the President's nurses; that 
circumstance should not deprive them of 
proper recompense for their time and ¢are, 
but it certainly furnishes no added claim for 
a money consideration. Thousands of people 
throughout the country, perhaps equally 
well suited to the places they filled during 
the three months, would have been glad to 
perform the same services upon con- 
dition that their expenses should be paid, 
and certainly $5,000 to each of the two prin- 
cipal nurses and friends, one of whom at 
least is sald to be well provided with this 
world's goods, is enough to appropriate out 
of the public funds. There will be less dis- 
position to grumble at the $3,000 which it is 
proposed to vote to Steward Crump than at 
the $10,000, $15,000, and $25,000 items to the 
other attendants. The other expenses al- 
lowed seem to be high, but they are not so 
glaringly out of proportion as those we have 
mentioned. 


The widespread sympathy for Garfield and 
his family does not include any special grat- 
itude to those who waited upon him, because 
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They had frightful visions of Chill’s 
two war vessels swooping down upon San 
Francisco, and possibly landing a platoon of 
soldiers who would overrun and devastate 
our beautiful land. But within a day or two 
President Arthur has sent a special message 
to Congress asking authority to complete 
the program for the International Congress 
whieh Biaine proposed, and evidence has 
been produced that a still more eminent Stal- 
wart than Mr. Arthur approved heartily of 
Biaine’s project for saving Peru from con- 
fiscation and annihilation. It tarns out that 
last November Gen. Grant wrote a letter to 
Mr. Elmore, then Minister to Peru, in which 
hesaid: It seems to me, however, proper 

important that the United States should 
step in now and say to Chili that she cannot 
oppress or despoil Pern.” From this itis 
evident that if Gen. Grant had been Presi- 
dent he would not merely have approved 
Mr. Blaine’s pacific and diplomatic en- 
deavor to bring about an amicable and 
reasonable settlement of the differences be- 
tween Peru and Chili, but would have gone 
still further and ordered Chili to stand back 
at the peril of the active interference of the 
United States. Thustwo leading points in 
Blaine’s foreign policy have been expressly 
approved by the two leading Stalwarts of 
the time. 


Tur latest mails from Australia describe 
the fearful heat and drouth which still pre- 
valled at the time of their departure. For sev- 
eral months searcely any rain had fallen, and 
widespread disaster seemed unlikely to be avert- 
ed by the steady and lastmg downpour which 
alone could prevent it, The heat in the land 
districts had been terrific, the mereury once 
reaching 124 degrees in such shade as was ob- 
tainable. Morning after morning for weeks to- 
gether the sun had risen ina cloudless sky and 
set at night “like a huge red ball of fire at the 
edge of a copper dome.“ The losses of station- 
owners are extraordinarily heayy, and the grain 
harvest will be below the average ail over tne 
continent, though in isolated districts the crop 
is a good one, owing to heavy local rainfalis. In 
Queensiand the drouth had broken up, and 
heavy floods haddone much damage; at one 
station alone 2,000 sheep had been drowned by a 
freshet. It has been said that Australia is a 
land of contradictions; this, according to the 
nineteen years’ cycle theory, was to be a wet 
year; thus far, in four ot the five colonies, it 
has been a year of drouth.

The office is running tonight 
with the telegraph editor do double work, 
and the Louisville man, who, in the capaci 
of reporter, is making a heroic ef- 
fort to covar the entire city.

All his friends and 
relatives live within a radius of twenty miles of 
this village, and ure rebresenihd as being iudus- 
trious and reputable peopie. His wife, a mere 
girl, is living and elung to him to the last, in- 
sisting that be was innocent. Why,” said she, 
Ino more believe Bent killed Rijey Buck than 
that I killed him myself. Taytor’s father wus 
in comfortabie circumstances and the boy.grew 
up in idieness. He acquired sumething of an 

ucation and turned naturally to dime novels, 
whence be drew inspira that led to his ruin. 
Before he was 12 years old be had been eu- 
gaged in many quesuonable transactions, and at 
length found it advisabie to leave the country. 
He tied to Southern Missouri,where be remained 
some time, adding doubtful houvors to his repu- 
tation as a desperado. 

AMONG MISSOURI GUERRILLAS. 

That portion of Missouri had not yet recovered 
from the effects of the Kebeliion.

THE TRAGEDY IN THE WOODS. 


On the afternoon of Dec. 29, 1880, Taylor left 
Neilvilie, a little village on the Iron Mountain 
Kailway, in company with two men named Will- 
iam Mulholland and Riley Biack. Ail were 
wend their way homeward. When some dis- 
tance from town, at a point where the road 
formed a cresceat in the woods, Taylor drew 
from his pocket a tiask of liquor and invited his 
comrades to drink. Black declined, whereupon 
a quarrel ensued, which culminated in Taytor 
cutting the turout of Black. while Mulholland 
sat ou bis borse, a quiet spectator. Leaving 
Black weitering in his biood on the roadside, the 
two men dashed away, totend to escape if 
possible before the murder was vered. In 
this they were disappointed, being arrested the 
next day. After the usual delay they were tried 
at the late term of the Clay County Circuit 
Court. Mutholiand turned State's evidence in 
order to save himeelf, and escaped with three 
years in the penitentiary. His testimony con- 
victed Taylor, and the latter was sentenced to 
hang, today being chosen as the time for the ex- 
eouuon. yior was removed from the Corning 
Jail to the State Prisun for safe- keeping, he Lav- 
ing broken jail soon after bis arrest and been 
recaptured. It was also a precaudon to prevent 
him falling a victim of mob vivience. 


LAST HOURS OF THE DOOMED WRETCH. 


A representative of Tun Tunes visited 
Taylor some time previous to the execution, 
and found him surrounded by reporters, chat- 
ting gayly. He was of medium hight, rather 
govud-iooking, with intelligent features and 
piercing blue eyes. Standing in the middie of 
his cell the centre of an admiring group, no one 
would have thought him to be a notorious crimi- 
nal. “Whatever you say about me in Tun 
TRIBUNE,” he remarkod to your correspondent, 
let it not detract from my well-earned repu- 
tation. Be as charitable to my faults as you can, 
but give full swingte my daring deeds. Then 
the patrons of the paper will read my history 
with avidity. The more bullets and bioodshed 
there are in a newspaper article nowadays 
the better the on like it. Lwas thai Way 
myself once. liked nothing better than a 
dime novel ot the most bivodthirsty kind. I 
especialiy liked to read the histery of the 
James boys. Wasn't they daisies, though? 
Talk about Capt. Kida or any of the 
great robvers or bandits of the past age; 
why, the James boys threw them all into the 
shade. It’s a Shame the way Jesse was 
rundown! He deserved a better fate than was 
meted out to him. As to myseif, there’s not 
much to tell. The people of Clay County can 
tell you better about my deeds than I could my- 
self. Whether I killed Kiley Black or not can 
make very little difference. I have said often. 
asl say now, that Black had taken out and 
opened bis knife toremove the cork from the 
flask of whisky which I handed him, and that his 
borse scared, shied violently, and threw him 
forward across the open biade, cutting a gash in 
his throat and killing him! That's my version 
of the affair. It's all stuff to say Biack refused 
to drink. Why, I've known him for years; he

Saloons and Public Schools at Rolla, 
Mo., Closed to Attend the Hanging of 
George Bohannon, 

Roll. A, Mo., April 21.—George Bohannon was 
executed here today in the presence of several 
thousand people, who came to town from the 
surrounding country. Saloons and public schools 
were closed by prociamation of the Mayor. The 
prisoner was taken from jail at 10 o'clock, ac- 
companied by bis spiritual adviser, the Rev. Mr. 
Boyd, and the Sheriff, ‘with a guard of fifty men, 
followed. After ascending the scaffold Mr. Boyd 
made a brief address to the crowd, and Bohan- 
non then stated he thought he was only guilty 
ot murder in the second degree, as he was drunk 
when he committed the crime, but he trusted in 
the Savior, and hoped to meet them all in 
Heaven. At 11:05 the trap was sprung, and 
after a few moments and some slight struggling 
the culprit was pronounced dead. Bohannon 
shot and killed William Hite, ia a drunken row, 
Aug. 5, 1881. He was only W years old, and his

The First National Sank of Buffalo 
Will Pay Less than Filty Cente on the 


Dollar. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

BUFFrALo, April 21.—Late this afternoon Sher- 
men 8. Jeweti,a prominent manufacturer and 
capitalist of this city, and President of the Bank 
of Buffaio, received a telegram from Controller- 
of-the-Currency Knox, appoioting bim Receiver 
of the recentiy-suspended First National Bank 
of Buffalo. Mr. Jewett at once telegraphed 
his declination, other duties preventing him as- 
suming the trust. Tue failure of the bank isa 
subject of increasing public interest. It is now 
quite clear that the institution is not of itseif 
able to pay its liabilities in full, but,on the cun- 
trary, wiil probably pay less than 50 cents on the 
dollar. East Baffaio stock dealers, who were 
caused much inconvenience by the failure, will 
none of them be seriously crippled in their busi- 
ness. A number of business-men, however, in- 
ciud several young men just starting out, 
will seriously affected. Bauk-Examiner 
Young says tonight that, of the six National 
banks he bas closed up, the affairs of the Buffalo 
institution are in the worst shape. There was a 
published rumor this afternoon that a number 
of capitalists intended putting in $200,000 
and reopening the bank, but Mr. . Youn 
says he thinks nothing of the kind will 
be done, for it would be a great deal easier to 
organize a new bank. The opinion seems well 
grouuded that a criminal prosecunon will be in- 
stituted against the President ot the bank, R. 
Porter Lee. One of the heaviest creditors of 
the bank was Herman J. Hall, commission 
merchant. As telegraphed THe TRIBUNE, be 
claimed to bave deposited collaterais for all 
money ioaned. This evening it is learned on 
very good authority that the collateral put up 
by bim was mining stocks supposed to be prac- 
tically worthless. 


THE CRIMINAL CODE. 


What Some of the Judges Think of the 
Proposed Revision.

Chief-Justice Rogers, who was interviewed 
yesterday in relation to the proposed revision, 
stated that de thought it might be «a 
good thing to incorporate a few practical 
amendments in the code, but he was not in favor 
of any general revision. The code was based on 
the experience of sixty years. It no doubt con- 
tained imperfections that delayed the process 
of the courts and occasioned failures to convict 
criminals, but the great clamor about the code 
being rotten ano in the interest of criminals was 
the sheerest nonsense. There were more con- 
victions bere under the pr t imperfect code 
than in any other city in the United States. One 
of the improvements needed was in the venue 
laws. The State’s-Attorney ought to have the 
time to investigate and examine the

The General Passenger Agents of the Eastern 
trunk lines informed Commissioner Dixon,of the 
Western Trunk Lines Passenger Association, 
April 6, that they have decided to discontinue 
the use of the war rates from New York, Phila- 
deiphia, Baltimore, and Washington to points 
west of Chicago and St. Louis on and after 
April 15. 

The action was a surprise to the General Pas- 
genger Agents of the Western roads. The West- 
ern roads leading to St. Louis and Kansas City 
were satisfied with the war rates, $4 from Ohi- 


cago to St. Louis and $5 to Kansas City, as their. 


proportion of the Eastern through business, and 
had made no demand for a restoradon of rates. 
They could not see why the Eastern trunk 
lines should desire to give them 
more than they asked, and for this 
reason the Eastern trunk lives were requested 
to reconsider their action, as the St. Louis and

THE CITY WEIGHERS. 


The City Controller and Law Department. by 


request of the Committee on Markets, are pre- 
paring a new ordinanceto reguiate the public 
weighers, with a view to the prevention of frauds 
upon the City Treasury.

Three mouths 
later he was found at the W nian ome, 
where an incompetent house physician had sent 
— to be treated for alcoholism. The fact is, 

ntieman never drunk a drop of liquor in 

fe, but the Washingtonian House officials,

When such a case ours it has to 
be immediately removed and isolated, but there 
is no room in the hospital that can be used for

SOUTH CHICAGO. 

The Washington dispatches stating that the 
prospects for an appropriation for the improve- 
meat of the Calumet River are good are hailed 
with delight by the South Chicago manufac- 
turers and the capitalists interested in that re- 
gion.

The fourth volume in the American Actor 
Series, published by J. R. Osgood & Co., isa 
biographical memoir of the late Charlotte 
Cushman; by Clara Erskine Clement. The 
book is devoted almost exclusively to Miss 
Cushman’s stage-life—rrom her first appear- 
ance asasinger in “The Marriage of F- 
uro“ to wer last reading in Easton, Pa., 
June 2, 1875. This book is entitled to high 
praise for one peculiar characteristic—the 
fidelity with which everything not strictly 
appurtenant to Charlotte Cushman herself 
is excluded from its pages. are no 
lengthy dissertations on the ti which 
she lived, the general con of the 
stage fifty years ago, or conte raneous 
criticisms. lt is purely and simply the record 
of an active dramatic life interestingly told 
and a welcome addition to theatrical litera- 
ture. The last chapter is a careful criticism 
of Miss Cushman as an actress by Mr. W. T. 
W. Ball, 

Charlotte Cushman was born at Boston, 
July 23, 1816, and died there Feb. 12, 1876.

The report of the inquiry held by the Lords’ 
Committee into the working of the Irish Land 
act will, it is announced, be ready shortiy after 
the termination of we Easter recess. When, 
therefore, Mr. W. H. Smith brings on his motion 
atlirming the desirability of making provisions 
for rendering the purchase clauses operative, 
he will be able to strengthen his case by docu- 
mentary evidence of the highest authority and 
value. The report will present three leading 
suggestions for solving the Irish probiem: the 
creation of a peasant proprietary, a pian for 
dealing with arrears of rent, and one for ame- 
liorating the condition of the agricultural 
laborer. It would got ve desirable to legisiate 
separately with regard to these topics, 
for they are indissolubDly associated with 
each other.

quisitien of farms.” But. trom the language 
employed in the report, it may be inferred that, 
in the opinion of the Commissioners, no meas- 
ure of labd reform would be satisfactory which 
did not meet the wants especial of the poor- 
est Classes. Some idea be ned of the 
nature of their necessities from the evideoce 
on which the report was based. Mr. F. 
F. Butler, speaking ticularly of Kilkeuny 
but with a general reference to other 
Ireland, drew a painful picture of the habituay 
sufferings of the labor classes. ‘Their dwell- 
ings, he said, Were fo © most part unfit for 
human habitation. Yet the rent paid for them 
is very commonly from £3 to 45ayear. Gardens 
are seldom attached to these miserable hoveis, 
nor is there even a shed in which pigs or fowls 
can de kept. The average weekly wage of a 
Kilkenny laborer, at the time of which Mr. But- 
ler spoke, was five or six shillings, and it is not 
likely to have increased since then, It is true 
that parts of the Nortu of Ireland present a wel- 
come contrast to this depiorabie state of things; 
but the reason is not > tat agricult- 
ural work id better paid there, but that 
the family of laborer can get work in factories. 
That empioyment, however, is becoming rapid 
scarcer as the band-loom of the district is 
placed by the power-lvom of Paisley and Glas- 
gow. Throughout Lrefand the majority of the 
laborers are, during a great part of the year, 
dependent on the puor-bouse. Such are some of 
the evils and miserable conditions which the 
remedia! Land act has thus far falied to reach. 
We mme aiready explained why the Laborers’ 
Clause of the Lund aci dues not work, and we 
bope that the report of the Lords’ Committee 
will contain some practical suggestions as to the 
manner in which the impediment to its opera- 
tion may be removed.

The Same Girl, 

The girl with the long hair bas appeared again, 
or, more correctly speakiig, the usual. para- 
grapb as to her has begun to go the rounds of 
the press. She is, of course, young and beauti- 
ful, her hair is jet Diack and measures exactly 
tive feet seven inches ia length, so that it trails 
on the floor when she walks with her back hair 
down; itis permanently attached to her head, 
and she has never felt a moment's headache. 

Tuis same giri—or parazraph—appears every 
two years. The first recorded appearance was in 
a country town in 1842; and any one who con- 
sults the file of a good daily newspapér will find 
her recurring every two years since that time. 
It should be noted that sbe has never once ap- 
peared in any city, but always in a remote rural 
village, and that she iovariably asserts that she 
has never felt a moment's headache. 

Now, it must have struck many thoughtful 
persons that it is very odd that this girl, with her 
wealth of back hair, das never followed the ex- 
ample of bearded women, and put herself on 
profitable exhibition. It is still more odd that 
no one bas ever seen this long-haired girl or ever 
personally known any one who has seen ber. 
The evidence of ber existence is strictly con- 
fined to newspaper paragraphs, and of direct 
personal or pictoral testimony to ber existence 
there is no scrap. The conciusion which inevita- 
bly suggests itseif to a man of cool judgment 
and scientitic habit of thought is that no such 
girl exists or ever bas existed. 

The back hair of woman is asserted, in all 
works on physiology and by all scientific men 
who have examined the subject, to be detacha- 
ble. In the free, untrammeted atmosphere of the 
West no woman thinks for a moment of pretend- 
ing that her back hair is permanently attacned 
to her scalp, and in the hotels of Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Cincinnati ladies of retiring to their 
rooms for the night invariably bang their back 
hair on the outside knob of the door, so that 
it may be brushed and braided by the 
servant employed for that purpose. In 
older and more conventional regions there is not 
this frank acknowledgment of the true cbhar- 
acter of back hair, but nevertheless no one en- 
tertaing any delusion as toit. Cuvier and Buf- 
fon both speak of detachable back hair as con 
sisting of one of the distinguishing characier- 
istics of our species. Prof. Huxley, in his latest 
contribution to anthropology, says that on one 
occasion he examined back hair of sixty- 
three girls who were employed in a Manchester 
mill, and found that every one of them had 
taken off ber back hair on entering the mill and 
bung it up with der bonnet and shawl, her ob- 
ject being to avoid the danger that her bair 
might become entangied with the machinery. 
He further says that there is not a single well- 
estahiished example of a woman with per- 
manent back hair.” In the face of all these 
well-estabiisbed facts and this weight of scien- 
tific opinion, how can we believe in the exist- 
ence of the biennial young woman with per- 
manent back hair five feet seven inches in 
length? 

In point of fact, the testimony as to her exist- 
ence is nothing like as piausibie as the testimony 
in favor of the existence of the ses-serpent. 
Men who say that they dave seen the latter ani- 
mal have themselves been seen and handled by 
other men, but the men who say they have seen 
the girl with the long black hair cannot be identi- 
fi The — 1 describing the alleged girl 
is always furnished to the original newspaper in 
which it appears by an anonymous correspond- 
ent or one who writes under a feigned name. 
For example, the most recent paragraph of this 
sort alleged that the name ot the lonxz-hai 
girl was Miss Minnie Smith, of Lancaster, N. Y. 
and was ostensibly written by T. 8. Withers, of 
that place. Cureful inquiry snows that there is 
no such place as Lancaster; that Mr. T. 8. 
Withers was never there in bis life, and that the 
oldest inbabitant vever heard of Miss Minnie 
Smith. It is evident that the paragraphs con- 
cerning girls with five feet seven inches of black 
hair are totaliy false and are written for some 
mysterious purpose by some unknown forger. 

There is, however, a very simple explauation 
of the matter. It is a well-established fact that 
different varieties of ardent spirits when drank 
to excess produce different surts of visions. 
Thus, New England or Jamaica rum leads its 
victimsto see sea-serpents—the New Engiand 
variety differing from the Jamaica in the 
length of their alleged manes. Brandy invaria- 
bly reveals vast quantities of snakes, and when 
adulterated with strychnine produces visions of 
swarms of insects. Our own native whisky con- 
jures visions of rats,and from the size and 
color of the rats the @xpert physician can tell 
whether the patient bas been drinking rye- 
whisky or wheat-whisky. Now, what is more 
probable than that girls, with long black hair 
trailing on the ground are the result of indulg- 
ence in that favorit tipple of the country—cider- 
brandy or appile-jack? The victim of overin- 
duigence in this deceitful beverage finally 
reaches the point where, to his sordered 
vision, there presents herself an im ary girl 
with long back hair. If he happens to be ad- 
dicted to writing to or for the newspapers he in- 
stantly sits down and writes an account of his 
vision.

LONDON HOTELS. 


An American Touris es Unhappy Expe- 
rience. 

Howard Carrol in a recent article on London 
hotels says: The large hoteis of London are 
uniformly very dear and very bad. Of course, 
there are here and there scattered through the 
city a large number ot small houses, patronized 
by special classes, and which are clean, snug 
and well kept. Butevenin these, with two or 
three notabie exceptions, there is, in the matter 
of food, a painful lack of variety. For break- 
fast there is the same never-ending round of. 
beefateak, chops, ham and eggs, and muffins— 
an occasional deviled kidney or a bit of sole is a 
rarity—while for dinner the larder seidom af- 
fords anything but roast beef and mutton, with 
tasteless and water-soaked vegetabies. Per- 
haps one explanation of this poverty of kitchen 
is to be found in the fact that the rich and 
aristocratic people of England seldom patronize 
hotels. The men of this class with families 
have their town houses when they come to Lon- 
don, and the singie men are amply provided for 
in magnificently appointed clubs almost witb- 
out number. In some ot the larger hoteis, it is 
true, that an attempt bas recently been made 
to serve table d’hote dinners in the Continental

Stocks opened very weak, and the market had 
every appearance of being about to #o to 
pieces. But it began to improve almost imme- 
diately and prices continued to udvance till the 
close, which was made as about the best prices 
of the day. The rise was attributed to pur- 
chases by the shorts in covering their saies. The 
Granger stocks and Vanderbilts were noticeably 
strong. Reports were current in Wall street 
that Wabash and Missouri Pacific were likely to 
go into the bands of Receivers. Insgers who 
are short of Wabash predict that the same kind 
of a drop it has had will be seen in Missouri 
Pacificand Denver. Sage wasa free seller of 
stock, especialiy Missouri Pacific and Wabash. 
Gould sent his New York triends yesterday en- 
thusiastic accounts by telegraph about the 
splendid crop- prospects of the State of Kansas. 

A Wall street paper says tne Wabash Railroad 
owes the Standard Oli Company $250,000 for sup- 
plies furnished to that corporation. It is also 
said that the workmen on the Peoria Division 
have not received their wages for nearly three 
months. Wagers were laid that the preferred 
stock would soll at $15 and the common at $5 
this year. 

The tendency of the markets the Public says, 
is strongly against the cliques here and at the 
West; it 13 toward lower prices for stocks and 
higher prices for grain.
